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Sabine Station Takes on New Look 
As Steel for Number 3 Unit Goes Up 


ONSTRUCTION activity pro- 
ceeds at a steady clip on a 
flat expanse of land near Bridge 
City, Texas—the heart of the in- 
dustry-dotted Golden Triangle. 
It’s at our Company’s_ three- 
year-old Sabine Power Station, 
where more than 200 workers 
are busy with construction and 


a 
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installation of a 440,000-kilowatt 
turbo-generator that ranks as one 
of the largest single units in the 
Southwest. On-site activity be- 
gan last October with Stone & 
Webster Engineering Corpora- 
tion crews setting sights on a 
November 1, 1966, completion 
target date. 


As of the first of July, acord- 
ing to F. A. Wilson, Jr., con- 
struction manager - production, 
Beaumont, the job stood approxi- 
mately 16 per cent complete after 
10 months work. “We expect to 
meet our 25-month deadline de- 
spite a six-week delay on delivery 
of steel back in the spring,” Mr. 
Wilson said. “Structural steel 
was to start going up March 1, 
but we couldn’t begin until April 
15 when American Bridge de- 
livered the steel.” 

He said that structural steel 
erection, which began in the 
boiler area, was approximately 
60 per cent complete by the first 
of July, with over 1,100 tons hav- 
ing been placed. Steel used in 
construction was fabricated near- 
by at American Bridge Division 
of U.S. Steel Corporation at 
Orange. 

The turbine foundation has 
been finished, boiler erections 
were scheduled to begin early this 
month and work is progressing 
“nicely” on all fronts, Mr. Wilson 
reported. He said most under- 
ground work is complete with 
the exception of the intake 
screen well and discharge outlet, 
which are underway. 

One of the latest innovations 
in power plant construction ef- 
fecting considerable savings over 
the years—first used in part on 
Sabine Numbers One and Two 
and fully on steel for Willow 
Glen Number Two—is being con- 
tinued on this unit. Every piece 
of steel used in the project is 
galvanized and those too large 
to be dipped are metalized with a 
zine coating. All of which is de- 
signed to curtail future painting 
and maintenance costs.

zingo, editor and publisher of the 
East Forrest News at Petal, 
struggled with Pollard who had 
attempted his rescue and Mr. 
Mozingo drowned. The father 
was heavily clothed and was 
wearing fishing boots.

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Industry Spent $152.7 Million 


On Research in 1964 


ESEARCH and development 
expenditures by 148 electric 
utility companies, by Edison Elec- 
tric Institute and by 14 manufac- 
turers on research and develop- 
ment activities specifically iden- 
tified with electric utility equip- 
ment totaled $152.7 million for 
1964. 

In a just-completed survey, the 
electric utility companies report- 
ed research and development ex- 
penditures of $46.1 million, EEI 
reported $1.1 million, and the 
manufacturers reported $105.5 
million to make a total of $152.7 
million. 

The figures represent prelimi- 
nary results of a study, conducted 
by EEI’s research development, 
which covers the research being 
carried out in the equipment and 
techniques of the electric utility 
industry. 

These totals are conservative 
measures of the magnitude of 
research and development being 
devoted to the electric power in- 
dustry and the benefits of its 
customers. 

The three atomic research proj- 
ects in which our Company par- 
ticipates have cost our Company 
in excess of $1 million. These 
projects are the Texas Atomic 
Energy Research Foundation, 
Southwest Atomic Energy Asso- 
ciates and High Temperature Re- 
actor Development Corporation. 

The TAERF is composed of 
ten Texas electric utilities work- 
ing with General Dynamic Cor- 
poration on a $10 million research 
program in the field of controlled 
fusion. 

SAEA is composed of our Com- 
pany and 16 other utilities in the 
Southwest with the objective of 


developing an advanced type of 
fission reactor. Fission of urani- 
um is the source of heat being 
used in all presently operating 
nuclear power stations. 

HTRDC is composed of 52 
utilities from across the nation 
and has just completed construc- 
tion of an atomic power station 
in Pennsylvania with the assist- 
ance of the U. S. Atomic Energy 
Commission. This project is busy 
with research toward advancing 
the technology and economics of 
nuclear power generation. It’s 
hoped that the Pennsylvania plant 
will provide a shortcut to the goal 
of economically generating nu- 
clear power.
